The Atherton Planning Commis- 
sion yesterday denied the Redwood 
City School Board permission to lo- 
cate a new elementary school on the 
Wickett property on Selby Lane. 

As a counter offer, it said that if 
the board would move the location 
of the school to the Shaughnessy- 
Eichorn property just across the 
present city limits, the commission 
would recommend annexation of 
the land to the town of Atherton 
and to the Menlo Park Fire Dist- 
rict. 

“This will afford adequate police 
and fire protection,” it was stated 
in a letter to the school board, sign- 
ed by William B. Tyler, chairman 
of the commission. 

The letter said this arrangement 
“should satisfy many persons who 
are now opposed to the alternate 
a ee it is not within the 

f Atherton which would be

“The proposed site will not serve 
the best interests either of the 
people of Atherton or of the resi- 
dents of the school district out- 
side of Atherton,” the letter de- 
clared. 


“The location known as_ the 
Shaughnessy-Eichorn property will 
not only fill all of the present re- 
quirements of the proposed school, 
but this alternate location will an- 
ticipate more adequately the prob- 
able proportionate increase in child 
population in the area lying north- 
west of the present Atherton city 
limits. 

“It is our opinion that the great- 
est growth in child population will 
occur in that area, and that what- 
ever site is selected : 

“(1) should be accessible with 
multiple approaches rather than the 
existing narrow thoroughfare, Sel- 
by Lane, which is unsidewalked and 
upon which high vehicular speeds 
exist, 

“(2) must provide maximum safe- 
ty for the children on property 
which presents minimum traffic 
hazards, and 

“(3) should increase property val- 
ues in the vicinity of the site rath- 
er than to decrease property val- 
ues. 

“It is the considered opinion of 
the Commission that the location 
of such a school fronting on Selby 
Lane will greatly depreciate the 
value of the many fine estates and 
acreage homesites fronting on Sel- 
‘by Lane, whereas the slight shift 
in location will enhance the value 
of smaller homesites and the realty 
subdivision now being built up to 
the northwest of the present Ath- 
erton city limits. 

“The Commission has received 
engineering advice to the effect 
that access to the proposed alter- 
nate site, viz, the Shaughnessy- 
Eichorn property, may be had 

“(a) from the Johnson-Ather- 
wood Tract, 

“(b) through the Wickett prop- 
erty on Selby Lane, and 

“(c) by extending Himmel ave- 
nue, and is reliably informed by 
responsible engineers and realtors 
that the said alternate site, with 
the added access thoroughfares, 
may be obtained at a total cost no 
greater than that of the proposed 
site on Selby Lane.” 

The Planning Commission held a 
public hearing on the matter Mon- 
day night.

That Little Tremor 


May Grow Larger 


That little tremor that remind- 
ed residents of Menlo Park of its 
location in the earth-quake belt, 
brought only indulgent smiles. 
But Dr. Bailey Willis warns that 
it is a sure indication that the 
Bay Area earth-quake fault is ac- 
tive. 


Dr| Willis has Yong been the 
west-coast authority on Earth- 
quakes, and in his 90th year he 
has some vigorous opinions to 
express about our being lulled in- 
to a false sense of security or al- 
lowing engineers and contractors 
to lower building code restrictions 
and so lessen protection against 
earth-quake damages. 

In Dr. Willis’ opinion the re- 
cent quake was centered under 
the Santa Cruz Mountains, no 
deeper than 15 or 20 miles, al- 
though the quake was felt most 
severely in San Francisco and at 
Monterey Bay. 


All available Menlo Park fire- 
men fought the fire, plus about 
10 from neighboring districts. 

Cuff said he was afraid for a- 
while that flames might get to 
the house of the Iderly Ex-Sen- 
ator Samuel L. Shortridge, who is 
bedridden. The fire burned shrubs 
and grass on his estate, but was 
extinguished before it reached 
any buildings. 


Flames were stopped short of a 
corral where several horses were 
confined on the Horton Whipple 
estate, next door. Sparks set a 
woodpile near the corral on fire 
while a gardener watched. 


Two telephone poles in the path 
of the flames were badly charred. 
Electrical and telephone services 
were cut off temporarily. About 
100 yards of cypress trees were 
blackened. 

Firemen, listed cause of the fire 
as “careless burning”. A gardener 
for the convent said a fire in the 
trash pile was smoking but not 
flaming up at lunch time. He wet 
down grass around the trash pile, 
he said, but when he returned from 
lunch, the nearby hay field was in 
flames. 

The fire was increased in inten- 
sity by a north wind and beSause it 
got into the cypress trees. Firemen 
explained that the trees are fire 
hazards because they are covered 
with pitch and their inner branches 
are dry at this time of the year. 

Cypress trees also figured in a 
fire Saturday noon on the old 
Douglass estate near the house now 
used as a Menlo School dormitory. 
The fire also started in a rubbish 
pile, and spread into two rows of 
trees along the driveway near the 
old tank house. 


A parked car along a_ second 
driveway was damaged in the fire. 
Before it was pushed out of the 
way, one tire was burned off, paint 
on the hood was scorched and the 
windshield was cracked. The car 


;Was owned by David Straussen, City 


of Palo Alto employe who will be a 
teacher at Menlo School next fall. 

Another threatening fire on the 
Guy Le Roy Stevick estate, 150 Al- 
ameda de las Pulgas, Wednesday 
morning burned four eucalyptus 
trees, some old lumber and a fence. 
It was extinguished before reach- 
ing several nearby buildings. 

A second Atherton estate, the 
home of H. S. Davis at 201 Ather- 
ton avenue, was the scene Satur- 
day of another rubbish fire that 
got away. Grass and oak leaves 
were consumed. 

Rubbish along the bank and in 
San Francisquito Creek near Mid- 
dlefield Road were byrned by three

Let’s Make It Labor And Capital 


It seems obvious that the majority of Americans who have <pnt 
representatives to Congress are weary of Labor’s dictatorship. 


Yet “as a majority” we are laborers—working people, and we are 
bitterly opposed to Capital’s over-bearing authority when it makes us 
feel like slaves. Though we disapprove of closed shops and hiring 
halls, we yet defend collective bargaining. 


We want rights for Labor and for Capital. 


A condition to be “visioned and voiced” is one in which all em- 
ployees become profit-sharing “partpers” with the companies supply- 
ing the cash, for whom the wage-earner has been supplying the 


energy. 


ALL MUST SHARE 


The very essence of democratic capitalism should be to make 
a country’s material wealth work for the benefit of all—and to equit- 
ably share the rewards among all producers. 


It has often been observed that this country does not possess any- 
thing resembling a monopoly of the world’s material wealth. Other 
nations have natural resources with industrial potentials compar- 
able to ours. They, too, have the riches that would make possible 
a high standard of living for their people. But the United States 
has been almost alone among the powers of the world th developing 
these resources for the benefit of the ordinary man and woman. 


Freedom Cannot Be Appeased 


‘We Americans dare not forget that freedom must be eternally 
defended. If we are to maintain the individual’s freedom to speak 
his conscience we must maintain all the liberties upon which a free 
society depends. Those who temporize with freedom lose it. 


We are far from having reached perfection. Though nowhere 
on earth does the ordinary man or woman receive so much in return 
for his or her labors, and nowhere else on earth does opportunity to 
go uhead exist on so great a scale, we are stl far from practicing 
the racial and religious freedoms for which true Americanism must 
stand. 


¥reedom can not be left as a vague thing, without significance 
to the masses of the people. It must be a living, breathing principle 
which stands squarely between us and dictatorship, statism, and other 
forms of oppression. 


The present power of this vast nation is a monument to the idea 
that Government is the servant and not the master of men. The 
defense of freedom is the greatest contribution America can make to 
a troubled world in which whole nations have sunk into totalitarian 
slavery. 


Two Forms Of Government 


There are two forms of government. One is based on the propos- 
ition that the sole reason for the individual’s existence is to serve the 
state. The other on the opposing philosophy that the purpose of 
government is to promote and protect the rights, freedoms and lib- 
erties of the individual. 


All governments, regardless of what they may call themselves, 
fall into one of these two classifications. The titanic struggle for 
power that is now engaging the entire world is the result of the dif- 
ferences between the two concepts. 


The right of the individual to live as he chooses, when this does 
not harm or enslave another, is the most basic and precious of all 
rights. This is the principle which makes possible our free enter- 
prise, representative government, freedom of speech and press and 
religion. History has repeatedly proved that the destruction of this 
right of the individual to live according to his own choice, is followed 
by the destruction of other rights. The totalitarian state invariably 
ends in oppression. The government which controls the economic 
life of a country sooner or later begins to tell the individual not only 
what he must do and whom he must support, but also what he must 


think and say. ‘ 


Economy, Yes, But With Foresight 


A Washington radio commentator recently spoke rather sadly of 
the plight of Government workers who are being laid off as a result 
of the congressional economy move. Now, losing one’s job is no laugh- 
ing matter, but the reduction in the number of Government workers 
is long overdue. For years Uncle Sam’s payroll has been the financial 
happy hunting grounds for thousands of politicians, their families 
and friends. S 


By this we don’t mean that all Government workers got their 
jobs through political pull, but there is no doubt that the bloated 
payroll served a political purpose through the influence the Admini- 
stration was able to wield on its employees. Now Congress is begin- 
ning to eliminate some of the colossal extravagance, duplication and 
waste. The reduction in agency staffs is an inescapable result. It 
may be tough on those who stay in Washington and can’t find other 
jobs there, but the American taxpayer can’t be expected to go on 
“supporting” them indefinitely. 


It is the plain duty: of the government to trim its financial sails in 
every possible direction in order to obtain the money for purposes 
which may literally mean the difference between national survival 
and extinction. There can no longer be any excuse for wasteful, top- 
heavy bureaucracy—or the dissipation of our money on projects, such 
as tax-exempt, government power plants, which can be built by tax- 
paying private enterprise.

Producers blame 
the high cost of living on the un- 
precendented wage demands of la- 
bor unions; and, no doubt, there is 
some truth in this claim. But the 
unions retort that the seemingly 
unwarranted wage increases they 
have gained by the power of organ- 
izatoin and the threats to national 
welfare they have been able to ex- 
ert, are necessities, forced ‘upon 
them by mounting expenditures. 
You can term it a vicious circle or 
the pot calling the kettle black but 
the fact remains that nobody is 
really getting anywhere and the 
non-union consumer is being 
ground to a pulp between the mill- 
stones of unregulated Class and 
Mass factions which make our De- 
mocracy what it is. Governmental 
control was the answer during the 
stresses of armed conflict which 
ended nearly two years ago. It 
constituted, for all its overstaffed 
inefficiencies, a sort of benevolent 
paternalism which was admittedly 
superior, with all its restraints, to 
the chaotic factional strife of to- 
day and it gives a certain support 
to the many sly digs of the Russian 
Press concerning the inefficacy of 
our Democratic form of govern- 
ment. 

It may be argued that we have 
laws to discipline both Capital and 
Labor when its raids on the public 
purse get out of hand; but the deep- 
er truth is that we have too many 
laws; so many and so diverse that 
they neutralize each other. A clev- 
er attorney can use them to prove 
almost anything his clients desire: 
And the result is that wealthy cor- 
porations, with their key men in 
government posts, and Unions with 
their overflowing treasuries, pres- 
sure groups. and dictated voting

Your City’s Business 


By CHARLES P. BURGESS 


A rather interesting story on the| 


traffic law enforcement problem on 
El Camino Real in Menlo Park ap- 
peared in last Saturdays’ Redwood 
City Tribune. In its essentials the 
story appeared to be quite fair, bal- 
ancing the allegation that the mot- 
orist. did not get an even break in 
Menlo Park with the conclusion 
that this city was a safer place in 
which to live because of law en- 
forcement. 


Actually, the raising of the speed 


‘limit by the State on El Camino 


Real from 25 miles per hour to 35 
was an unsafe move in the opinion 
of the police department, the city 
council, and (I am sure) the great 
majority of our citizens. Our pro- 
tests to the State Department of 
Highways were of no avail. They 
suggested that if we were really in- 
terested in safety we would enforce 
the 35 mile speed limit. Now a 
practical problem is involved in 
such enforcement, because it is ob- 
viously unrealistic to expect that a 
motorist going 36 miles an hour 
could be cited. When the speed 
limit was 25 miles an hour, we al- 
lowed a sufficient leeway to make 
up for possible inaccuracies in 
clocking, etc., so that a sharp en- 
forcement of a practical 35 mile or 
less limit was possible. Moreover, 
the existence of a 25 mile posted 
speed limit caused motorists to go 
slower. Were we to allow much of 
a leeway over the present limit of 
35, however, we might just as well 
forget the whole thing. So we are 
citing cars that do 40 or better 
through the city, which is certain- 
ly too fast for safety in our bus- 
iness district. 

The police department represents 
40 per cent of our budgeted expend- 
itures for the coming year. Inas- 
much as only a little over 40 per 
cent of our revenue comes from

same thing could be said of the 
street department which consumes 
33 per cent of the budget. As a 
matter of fact motor vehicle license 
fees which are apportioned to mu- 
nicipalities by the State may be 
used solely for law enforcement on 
the State highway, and these fees 
accounted for well over ten per- 
cent of the city’s revenue this year. 
Due to an act of the Legislature 
recently signed by the Governor, 
such fees should exceed 15 per cent 
of next year’s budget, and also ex- 
ceed traffic fines collected. 


Finally, one might gather from 
the article that collection of reve- 
nue for the city was an objective of 
the police department. The city 
council would prefer that no traf- 
fic fines at all were collected. if 


that were to mean that motoris's 
observed the law. However, as long 
as violations continue that menace 
the safety of our people, the coun- 
cil expects the police department 
to apprehend this minority of the 
motorists. 

In eleven months of the fiscal 
year, traffic fines amounted to $9,- 
308. Drunk drivers, to whom no 
sympathy should be extended, made 
up a large fraction of this total. 
Last month, for instance, they con- 
tributed $450 of the $1036 total. The 
council’s budget estimates each year 
discount substantially the previous 
year’s traffic fines in order that 
the police department need feel 
under no pressure to give citations. 
The police department’s budget is 
related to the total expectable rev- 
enue of the municipality, and not. 
to the prospective traffic fines, 
which are not likely to run much 
over ten per cent of the total bud- 
get.

bother fishing operations. The 
California Division of Fish and 
Game then receives reports of nuis- 
ance by the animals. 


However, the sealions’ population 
remains fairly stable, Ripley said. 
Fishermen are allowed to kill them 
only if they are bothering fishing 
operations. 

Should the number of the beasts 
increase too much, permits for tak- 
ing them would be issued. Sealions 
are valuable as fish oil, meal and 
fertilizer. 

One of the animals’ rookeries near 
Pescadero can be seen from the 
shore. It is located on Ano Neuvo 
Island near the Ano Nuevo light- 
house, and about half to three 
quarters of a mile from shore. 
Many sealions are on the rookery 
this month, Ripley said.

Monday Is Deadline 
For Vets to Apply 


For Tax Exemption 


Floyd D. Granger, Veterans Ser- 
vice Officer today issued a last- 
minute warning to veterans that 
only a few days remain to apply 
for two important benefits. 

June 30 is the final day on which 
veterans owning property may file 
applications for the veterans’ prop- 
erty tax exemption with the coun- 
ty tax assessor. ' 

It is also the deadline for ampu- 
tee veterans of World War II to 
have their eligibility certified in 
order to obtain one of the free 
automobiles granted them by the 
Federal Government, unless a last- 
minute extension is approved by 
Congress. 

Veterans of World War II who 
lost, or lost the use of, one or both 
legs are eligible to receive the auto- 
mobile paid for by the Congression- 
al appropriation of $30,000,000. The 
faw provides, however, that the un- 
used portion of this fund will be 
cancelled June 30, and only vet- 
erans certified prior to that time 
will be eligible to receive cars. 


Additional information concern- 
ing these and other benefits grant- 
ed veterans may be secured at the 
Veterans Service Office, located at 
the San Mateo County Courthouse, 
Redwood City. 


SPORTSEMEN WARNED 
ON FIRE DANGER 

A large-scale program of fire- 
prevention was launched this week 
by the Associated Sportsmen of 
California, through its 107 affiliated 
clubs and its publication, the West 
Coast Sportsman magazine.

The perennial controversy as to 
the importance of salmon, steel- 
head, ducks and geese in relation to 
more flood control and diverted 
acre-feet of water for irrigation is 
to receive a factual study by the 
California State Chamber of Com- 
merce special subcommittee on 
water requirements of fish and wild 
life below dams, Carl F. Wente, 
chairman of the State Chamber’s 
committee on utilization and con- 
trol of water resources, announced 
today. 

“The issue of fish and game 
against dam construction and wat- 
er for irrigation grows more acute 
each year as irrigation, power or 
flood control projects are planned 
or constructed,” Wente declared. 

“While a number of people sin- 
cerely interested in preservation of 
fish runs oppose construction of 
some of these dams at any time 
most Californians believe that the 
dams must be built sooner or later, 
and favor some practical method to 
preserve /spawning runs of fish 
as great an extent as possible. 
Through factual study, our sub- 
committee seeks a practical answer 
toward solution of this continuous 
controversy.” 


NEWSPRINT SUPPLY 
ON THE INCREASE 

Although still far from meeting 
the demand, newsprint production 
in North America has been pro- 
ceeding at an all-time record rate. 
In the first five months of 1947, 
North American mills turned out 2,- 
334,200 tons. This was 8.8 percent 
more than in the corresponding 
period of 1946. The gain by U. S. 
mills was only 5.5 percent, but Can- 
adian production, accounting for 
the bulk of the continent’s pulp, was 
up 10.1 percent. Despite the vast 


increases in production, and despite 
the import of all newsprint avail- 
able from | non-American sources, 
reserve stocks at North American 
mills have shrunk and are down a- 
bout 7 percent from a year ago.
